SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  general  health  of  the  community  remains  good« 
Naturally  under  war  time  conditions  the  trade  and  industry  in 
an  area  such  as  this  have  Been  in  a very  flourishing  condition 
with  a resulting  improvement  in  the  financial  circumstances ' of 
the  community  as  a whole.  In  particular,  this  improvement 
has  Been  h'^eflected  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  it  is,  in 
my  opinion  Beyond  all  douBt,  that  the  general  physique  of  the 
children  in  this  area  has  improved  ' immensely  as  contrasted  with 
their  condition  in  the  pre-war  depression  years.  I have  noticed 
a similar  gratifying  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the 
nursing  mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centres.  While  much 
credit,  in  the  case  of  the  children,  is  due  to  the  provision  of 
school  meals,  I Believe  that  for  the  general  improvdment  much 
praise  should  Bo  given  to  the  wise  planning  of  food  rationing 
By  the  Ministry  of  Pood.

that  Measles  occurs  in  cycles  and  that  a large  outhreak  may 
occur  at  any  time. 

Most  of  the  other'  infectious  diseases  werO  about  at 
the  usual  rate  of  incidence  with  the  exception  of  diphtheria 
which  showed  a disappointing  increase.  Whilst  this  would 
seem  to  suggest  that  the  results  expected...from-  the*"immunising 
campaign  had  not  been  obtained  it  must,  in:  fairness,  be 
pointed  out  that  in  the  vast  ,ma.jority  of  cases  the  diphtheria 
was  of  a very  mild  type  and  the  children  showed  practically 
no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease.  ...  . ' 

.So  that  one  is  tempted  to  suggest  'chat  had  there 
been  no  diphtheria  immunisation  some  of  these  mild 
cases  might  have  been  very  much  more  serious  and-from 
that  point  of  view  the  campaign  should  be  considered 
to  have  done  good, '

As  in  previous  years  since  the  commencement 

of  the  V/ar  this  annua-1  report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  your 

staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  'is  of  necessity  brief  and  of  an 

interim  nature. 

Tabulated  form  has  been  used  as  far  as  possible 
for  recording  the  various  inspections  and  visits'made  and  the 
results  obtained.  The  number  of  inspections  quoted  are  larger 
thqn  those  for  the  previous  year  and  whilst  shov;ing  a reasonable 
amount  of  general  supervision  for  each  of  the  various  services 
they  include  visits  for  other  than  the  Sanitary  Department’s 
statutory  duties. 

The  supplj/'  of  some  building  nBterials  continued 
to  be  very  restricted,  more  bricks,  cement  etc,,  v;ere  available 
but,  iron  set  pots,  fireplace  parts,  refuse  bins,  wood,  paint 
etc,  continued  to  be  difficult  to  obtain.  The  shortage  oif 
these  supplies  seriously  affect  housing  repairs  consequenitly 
there  was  a decrease  in  the  numoer  of  repairs  for-  which  notices- 
were  served  compared  with  those  for  the  previous  year» 

Much  extra  work  continued  to  be  imposed  on  the 
staff  and  although  delays  in  action  were  often  unavoidabl© 

4 

nothing  of  an  emergency  nature  was  neglected.  Many  extra  hours 
of  labour  were  devoted  to  the  iwork  to  keep  all  records  a3  up  to 
date  as  possible.  In  view  of  the  extra  duties  (other  than 

sanitary)  which  are  now  being  carried  out  it  is  hoped  that  our 
efforts  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  sanitary  administration 
will  be  appreciated.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

There  was  no  outstanding  change  of  policy  during  the 
year,  the  erection  of  air  raid  shelters  in  the  back  streets 
continued  to  make  refuse  collection  more  difficult  especially 
where  bunks  had.  been  installed,.  There  was  no  great  difficulty 
in  securing  sufficient  male  labour  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Street  sweeping  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  street 
orderly  barrows  but  difficulty  continued  to  be  experienced  in 
back  street  cleansing • owing  to  the  air  raid,  shelters.  , 

Street  gulley  cleansing  and  swwer  flushing,  which  is 
carried  out  by  horse-drawn  vehic.les,  received  regular  attention. 
This  work  was  also  mode  more  difficult  by  air  raid  shelters  in 


the  back  streets. 


•.Snow  falls  were  not  so  heavy  as  those  experienced — 
during  the  previous  year,,  The  snow  ploughs  purchased  during 
the  previous  year  for  attachment  to  the  motor  refuse  vans 
proved  very  useful  and  effective  during  the  falls  when  it  was 
found  necessary  to  use  them  to  keep  the  main  roads  clear. 

The  collectionj ' sorting  and  sale  of  salvage  commenced 
in  April,  1940,  was  continued  very  successfully  throughout  the 
year.  The  salvage  bonus  granted  to  the;  workmen  was  continued 
and  makes  them  keen  to  collect  as  much  as  possible.  A special 
report  on  salvage  collection  and  disposal  .showing  very 
satisfactory  results  on 'the  completed  three  years  working  was 
issued  after  the  close  of  the  financial  year  (31st  March,  1943) > 
and  as  half-yearly  reports  on  this  work  °re  submitted  for  your 
approval  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  pursue  the  matter 
further  in  this  report  except  to  state  briefly  that  whilst  the 
first  year  of  salvage  collection  (1st  April,  1940  to  31st  March 
1941)  showed  gross  sales  of  materials  amounting  to  £1,372,  with 
a nett  profit  of  £854}  the  second  year's  figures  (1st  April,  1941 
to  31st  March,  1942)  were  gross  sales  £1,647  with  a nett  profit 
of  £828,  . and  the  third  .year's  figures  (1st  April, -:1942  to  31st 
March,  1943)  were  gross  sales  £2229  with  a nett  profit  of  £972, 
excluding  £360  written,  off  to  cancel  all  capital  account 
expended  on  buildings-  and  plant,

INSPECTION  ;\ND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 

All.  the  meat  supplies  in  this  Area  are  now  received 
from  the  adjoining  County  Borough  and  allocated  to  the 
butchers  from  a distributing  depot.  Regular  visits  are 
made  to  the  depot  at  - the  times  when  the  meat  is  being 
received  or  allocated.  The  fresh  killed  meat  is  inspected 
in  the  Borough's  Public  Slaughterhouse  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  whilst  the  frozen  meat  is  inspected  at  the  whole- 
sale establishments,  . Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  quantity  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  is 
vepy  small.  Any  complaints  made  regarding  the  inspection 
or  quality  of  the  meat  received  attention  and  the  working 
relationship  between  the  control,  the 'butchers  and  myself  is
